Tokyo, August 24.—(Saturday.)— 
(United News.)—The Graf Zeppelin, 
rushing eastward across the Pacific 
ocean to America, was at sea this 
morning and swinging slowly north- 
ward to regain the great circle 
course which it was forced to leave 
because of storm areas. 

Dr. Hugo Eckener reported his po- 
sition to the Otchishi radio station at 
7 a. m. (5 p. m., eastern standard 
time) as 38.35 north, 159.20 east, 
more than 1,100 miles from Tokyo. 

The position given would put the 
dirigible 1,118 miles east and slight- 
ly north of Kasumigaura naval air 
station, near Tokyo, and 740 miles 
south of Kamchatka, Siberia. It 
would indicate that the dirigible cov- 
ered about 480 miles in six hours this 
morning—a speed of 86 miles an hour.

After the dirigible dodged through 
storms off the Japanese coast this 
morning, it pushed ahead at an in- 
creasing speed. Messages to the Ot- 
chishi station said the passengers had 
Sighted the moon after passing through 
several hours of stormy weather. 

Dr. Eckener apparently was swing- 
ing the craft northward toward bis 
original route on the great circle to 
Los Angeles. 

The Graf was scheduled to follow 
a great circle course from Kasumiza- 
ura air station, near here, to Los 
Angeles. The fact that Dr. Eckener 


struck due east from Tokyo, however, 
indicated that he was forced to change 
his. route, to. aveid the storms, it 
was expected that he would be able 
to swing back to the north later. 

The Zeppelin started the third stage 
of its voyage around the world when 
it left Kasumigaura naval air sta- 
tion Friday at 3:13 p. m. (1:13 a. 
m., eastern standard time) on the 
6,118-mile trip to Los Angeles. 

The dirigible already had traveled 
11,000 miles on its flight here from 
Lakehurst, N. J., with a stop at 
Freidrichshafen, Germany. 

Dr. Eckener said he hoped to reach 
Los Angeles by Tuesday if all goes 
well and will continue to Lakehurst 
after a few days halt. 

The 20 passengers went aboard the 
Graf Zeppelin in the Kasumigaura 
hangar at 2:25 p.m. They had left 
the dirigible only a few hours earlier 
after a futile all-night wait for 
weather conditions to improve. 


HAS FINE WEATHER 
WITH TAIL WIND. 

San Francisco, August 23.—(Unit- 
el News.) —Weather conditions that 
should furnish the Graf Zeppelin a 
tail wind all the way into San Fran- 
cisco on its flight from Tokyc to Los 
Angeles were predicted here tonight 
by the United States weather bureau 
and sent to the dirigible by radio. 


HERMITAGE SAVED 
AS BLAZE DESTROYS 
OUTBUILDINGS 


Nashville, Tenn., August 23.—()— 
Twe barns; a corn crib, the carriage 
house and the boiler house of the Her- 
mitage, historic home of Andrew Jack- 
son, were destroyed tonight by fire 
of undetermined origin. Six fire 
engines from Nashville, 11 miles from 
the Hermitage, succeeded in saving 
the main dwelling after a_ valiant 
fight.

POINT 1S SOUGHT 


T. W. Tift Sends Invita- 
tion to New York Cotton 
Exchange—Decision Ex- 
pected September 5. 


New York, August 23.—(Special.) 
Announcement was made here today 
that the question of establishing a 
cotton delivery point in Georgia prob- 
ably would be decided at a meeting of 
the board’ of managers of the New 
York Cotton Exchange on September 
5, and that an invitation already had 
been received from Atlanta to select 
that city. The telegram came from T. 
W. Tift, president of the Atlanta Com- 
mercial Exchange. 

Gardiner H. Miller, president of 
the New York exchange, in a 
statement made today concerning the 
passage by the Georgia legislature of 
a, bill legalizing transactions of fu- 


tures contracts in cotton, declared that 
members of the exchange had been 
very much gratified to hear of the 
passage of the measure, which awaits 
only the signature of Governor Hard- 
man to become immediately effective. 

“The enactment of this measure 
will enable the New York Cotton Ex- 
ehange to render greater service to the 
eotton growers and manufacturers, as 
well as to the entire cotton trade of 
Georgia, than it has been able to do 
before,” Mr. Miller explained. | 

“The anti-futures laws existing in 
Georgia have made debts from losses 
on futures transactions uncollectible 
if any resident of the state chose to 
invoke the law and repudiate such 
obligation on the ground that it was 
a gambling transaction. — 

“The passage of the bill is another 
evidence of the tendency to recognize 
the economic necessity of futures 
transactions for the safe conduct of 
business. Coupled with the recogni- 
tion given by the federal farm board 
to facilities offered by exchanges for 
the hedging of the cotton crop, the 
action of the Georgia legislature is 
very gratifying as indicating a b~ -ad- 
er-minded and more liberal attitude 
toward exchanges.”

Washington, August 23.—(4)—The 
war department lifted the ban against 
civilian burials in Arlington cemetery 
long enough today to permit “Uncle 
Jim” Parks to begin his long sleep of 
death in that reservation, where he 
spent his life as a negro slave boy, 
a freed slave, an aging worker and 
guide. 

A slave of George Washington 
Parke Custis, the adopted son of 
George Washington and father-in-law 
of Robert E. Lee, he saw the battle 
tides of the Civil War roll over the 
wooded hillsides and fields where he 
played as a boy: saw the coffins 
“stacked like cordwood” after Ma- 
nassas..Then, puzzled and aging, his 
sad old eyes watched the ever-increas- 
ing wave of white headstones rol] far- 
ther and farther through the lanes 


and later wars. 

For almost 90 years the place was 
home to him, He was born there, 
married 


forgotten past. He was “fussed at” by 
“Miss 
and bowed low to the stately 


The guns of war spoke soon after 
he, with the rest of some 500 slaves, 
had been freed by the will of their 
master. Blue-clad soldiers came to the 
plantation, and the spurred boots of 
their officers rang discord through 
the quiet house that had been Lee's 
home, 

The blue soldiers marched south and 
soon bewildered Parks was aiding in 
the first military burials at Arlington. 
He helped build Fort Whipple, the 
Civil War fortification where Fort 
Myer now is. Time quieted the can- 
nons and peace returned to the old 
plantation but never 
order, 

Time brought progress and more 
wars and more changes, but “Uncle 
Jim” stayed on. Lately, physical in- 
capacity had kept him from the places 
he loved best, but he has dreamed 
more poignantly than ever of the 
protid days of lace and lavender, for- 
getting, perhaps, at times the changes 
personified in the children of his chil- 
dren, five of whom served with the, 
A. E. F. during the World War. 

He never wanted to leave his

FOR SLAYING HINES 


Montgomery, Ala., August 23.—(#) 
Lester Bouyer, negro, died in the elec- 
tric chair at Kilby prison shortly 
after midnight for the murder of Jack 
Hines, young Eufaula (Ala.) mechan- 
ic, on the night of July 10. He en- 
tered the death chamber at 12:12 
a. m. and was pronounced dead at 
12:26 a. m. : 

Bouyer made a lengthy statement 
before the current was turned on. He 
admitted shooting Hines to death but 
denied having attacked Hines’ young 
woman companion, which he was said 
to have admitted also shortly after 
his capture. 

The negro was convicted and sen- 
tenced by a Barbour county jury less 
than a fortnight after his capture sev- 
eral days after Hines’ companion on 


j}the night he was killed, staggered into 


an outlying section of Eufaula with 
the story of the slaying. Because of 
high feeling the court house was 
guarded by more than 200 national 
guardsmen during the trial.

Every individual within 
tributes in some way 
variety and unity. It awaits us at 
our birth and lays its obligations 
upon us till we die. We did not choose 
it, it chose us; nor can we conceive 
our earthly existence apart from its 
protection and control. In past cen- 
turies it was reverenced as the arbiter, 
not only of politics, but of ethics 
and religion. It arose in Greece as 
the city-state and there assumed lib- 
eral qualities uudreamed of by Orient- 
al despotism, 

Naturally, we revert to Greek mod- 
els and to Rome's practieal applica- 
tion of their ideals for our example. 
lor Socrates the state was absolute, 
even when in error. For Seneca and 
Cicero it was a commonweAalth, the 
joint enterprise of the people compos- 
ing it and who were bonded together 
under a common law. 


Frequently the rights of the citizen 
were obliterated by the paramountcy 
of the state. Its rulers proceeded 
on the theory that the passengers 
were made for the ship: not the ship 
This theory was 
tap root of numerous tyrannies 
of monarchies, oligarchies and aristo- 
They deemed the pres- 
ervation and regnancy of the state far 
more vital than the freedom of the 
individual. 

The political absolutism stigmatized 
as “Prussianism” a decade ago is in 
truth the ancient, scarred and batter- 
ed descendant of far-off days. In cer- 
tain countries it has survived all 


| changes and still is cherished by ultra- 


nationalists who spurn any and every 
sort of democracy and who still hold 
that the state is omnicompetent. 


There is, however, another -and a 
noble side to this history, which you 
can study for yourself in the charters, 
the protests, the  constitutionalism, 
the legislation and the revolutions of 
the last 15 hundred years. Personal 
liberty now is the state’s peculiar care 
and one, I may add, requiring con- 
stant defense against the attacks of 


those who either abuse its privileges 
or seek to usurp its lawful exercise.

After amending the house bill so 
os to add almost a quarter million 
dellars to the appropriations for each 
of the years 1930 and 1931, the state 
senate Friday afternoon by anu over- 
whelming majority passed the general 
appropriations bill alloting funds for 
maintaining the executive, legislative 
and judicial departments of the state 
governinent for the next two years. 

Total appropriations of $12,792.- 
(GOAT were approved for 1930 and 
$13,071 503.62 for 1931, or a total for 
two years of $25,563,564.00. These 
amounts were increases of $237,- 
123.51 and $260,666.66, respectively, 
ever the house figures. <A _ total of 
$407,700.17. The bill now will be re- 
turned to the house for action on sen- 
ate amendments. 

In compliance with a senate bill re- 
cently passed, the appropriations com- 
nittee recommended salary increases 
for three state officers, which were ap- 
proved by the senate when the appro- 
priations bill passed. These increases 
raised the compensation of the secre- 
tary of state, the comptroller general 
and the state treasurer to $7,500 
each-—a salary equal to that of the 
governor, 

Senate Increases. 

Appropriations in most of the items 
of the bill are made in duplicate for 
hoth years. In cases where the 
amounts differ; indication has been 
made in the following summary. In- 


stock from contagious and infectious 
diseases. This appropriation was 
raised from %3,500 to $5,000. Ten 
thousand dollars was appropriated for 
combatting outbreaks of hog cholera, 
and $26,866.44 for fighting cow ticks. 
This latter appropriation was an in- 
crease of $4,366.44 over the sum ap- 
propriated in the house bill.

Fund for Quarantine. 


The quarantine along the borders 
of Georgia, Florida and Alabama was 
allowed a fund of $22,500. The direc- 
tor of the bureau of markets was 
given $5,000 as salary. 

The largest increase made by the 
senate over the house bill was in the 
appropriation for maintaining the 
market bureau. This was raised from 
$30,000 to $100,000... The fund for 
eradication of tuberculosis among do- 
mestic animals was fixed at $12,500. 

An entirely new appropriation of 
$5,000 was granted for repairing the 
A. G. Rhodes mansion, 
to the state as a home for the de- 
partment of archives and history. This 
department was granted $6,000 for 
support and maintenance.

Prison Commissioners. 

Salaries of the prison commission- 
ers were increased $1,500 each over 
allotments made in the house meas- 
raising the appropriations of that 
department to $15,000 for salaries. 
Two thousand five hundred dollars 
was allotted for a secretary’s salary 
and $22,500 for supporting the prison 
commission. For the maintenance 
of the state prison farm $92,500 was 
allotted, this amount to include all 
salaries of wardens, guards and as- 
sistants.

Four Systems in State. 


“Certain counties in the _ state, 
those iweluding the cities of Macon, 
Augusta, Savannah and Brunswick, 
have countywide systems. These four 
systems differ from each other in 
particulars and they are all so dif- 
ferent from that proposed for Atlanta 
that they can hardly be compared. The 
systems in these counties are not or- 
ganized under the general county unit 
laws of the state, but are organized 
under special school legislation. The 
pe law is not in use in the popu- 
ous counties of the state and is not 
suited to such districts. I would be 
in favor of a metropolitan school dis- 
trict for this, the greatest community 
in the southeast, based on a special 
school consolidation law suited to our 
community. : 

“T think the conference showed the 
fine spirit in which all parties were 
approaching this great problem. The 
joint committee, I think, should in- 
clude in its number some prominent 
school men as well as other repre- 
sentative citizens. I am sure such a 
committee will be able to work out 
a metropolitan school system worthy 
of this great and populous community 
in which we live. We should have a 
system that would compare favorably 
with those of the other large systems 
of the country.’ 

“No matter what plan is agreed 
upon finally, I am sure that those 
charged with the conduct of the sys- 
tem can not do better than we have 
done unless they have more money to 
operate on,” James W. Maddox, fifth 
ward school commissioner, said. “This 
board has worked hard with inade- 
quate funds, and it has performed a 
real and lasting service for the peo- 
ple of this city. If the high standard 
which has been set up and perpetnated 
by this board is to remain. additional 
funds must be secured from some 
source.”
